The following text has been 
gleenecd from a number of 
documents published by the 
government of the Republic of 
South Africa. These passages 
appear verbatum to give the South 
African’s views on critical issues 


Apartheid 


According to article XV of the 
international Convention of the 
Suppression and Punishment of 
the Crime of Apartheid. the 
convention enters into force on the 
thirtieth day after the deposit with 
the secretary general of the 
United Nations of the twentieth 


instrument of ratification § or 
accession Russia and the 
entities under her sovereignty 


account for four of the 20 states 
necessary for the convention to 
become operative, while most of 
the other states are either 
dominated by or are under the 
intiuence of the USSR 

Even in the transitional! period 
as South Africa is in today, South 
Africa recognizes more political 
and civil rights for its whole 
population than the countries 
which were originally responsible 
for the coming into operation of 
the convention which declares 
South, Africa's policy a crime 
according to internaticnal law 
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press could only hint an Aug 4 
1933 New York Times news item 
about a conference between Adolf 
Hitler and Sosthenes Behn 
president and founder of ITT, and 
a July 9, 1941 Times article about 
ITT's $13.8 million deal with Nazi 

controlled Rumania 

ITT set up its German com 

panies in 1930. At the time, it had 
bought up companies in Britain 
and Spain and had since 1925 
taken over the European telecom 
munications market from 
American Telephone and 
Telegraph, which had been forced 
by the US government to se’ its 
European interests 


On the board o1 directors of one 
of the two German ITT companies 
sat Kurt von Schroeder, a Nazi and 
a banker It was through 
Schroeder that the German 
Reichsbank refinanced the ailing 
ITT Lorenz company 
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Only South Africa, Portugal, the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States voted against the Genera! 
Assembly resolution which 
adopted this convertion. It is not 
only South Africa which has been 
branded as a criminal in tnis 
convention, but other western 
States as weil... The representative 
of Australia also emphasized that 
“the concept of apartheid was 
being widened to such an extend 
that it could be applicable to areas 
other than South Africa. The 
variety of ways in which the 
definition might be applied should 
be a matter of concern for any 
country whose population 
included a racial minority group 

The words “reserves and 
ghettos” are nomenclature 
uncommon to South Africa today 
They are more commonly used in 
connectior, with the American 
indians... America, Canada and 
perhaps even Australia are also 
committing the crime of 
apartheid” as a result of the 
existence of Indian and other 
reserves in these countries
